Fleſhand Bloud ? Is not his Body lyable to Wounds, Diſtempers, Empriſonment, and Death ? 
He'll tell you, Yes; but This is not the K NG, but the Mar, the PERSON: But the 
KING, all this while, that is to ay, the Awhorzy, is Sacred, and Inyulnerable. 

Now for Peace, and Brevity fake, let us-ſuppoſe that'this Charge of a Popsſh,and Frbirrary 
Defen, does neither Intend nor Refleft-any Imputation pon his Majeſty ; (his Religion, and 
his Tendernefs of Nature being UnqueſtionableJIt i$:yet a worſe Zihel another way.
